TRINITY COLLEGE. 


Regtning ot the Commencement Ex- 
ercises—sermon Betore the 
Theological Society by 


Rey. Dr. Phillips 
of Davidson 
College, 


TRiINtrY CoLLGk, June 7. 

Perhaps some of the readers of the 
News may be interested in a short 
account of the sermon preached by 
the above mentioned gentleman, be- 
tore the Theological Society of Trini- 
ty Coflege, on the 7th inst. 

The day being beautiful, quite a 
large crowd was in attendance to 
hear the gifted and eloquent divine. 
Dr. Phillips is too well known 
throughont the State for us toattem pt 
to say anything concerning the man 
—his erudition, his talent, his elo- 
quence, his greatness, sre matters of 
history and we need not refer to those 
inthsarticle. It is of the sermon 
that we will speak. 

His text was, Hebrews, 11 chap. 1 
verse; “Faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of 
things notseen.”? He said that things 
of which faith was the evidence, were 
of two kinds—things not seen, yet 
having a real existence, and things 
invisible—that cannot be seen. He 
yave examples of beth kinds. He 
held that saiti—the inevitable force 
of the soul, that rests firmly in the 
belief of things not seen, was the 
power that bound man to God, that 
caused him to soar upward from the 
things of nature and worship nature’s 
Cod. That eternal life itself hinged 
upon faith, for without it man could 
hot reap the reward offered to those 
who believe on Him. And that Fuith 
Was the most important thing toman, 
tor ‘‘except a man have faith, he 
must be eternally lost.” 

We will notattempt to givea full out- 
line of the sermon, for it would leng- 
then this communication too greatly, 
but suffice it to say that the subject 
was handled in a masterly manner, 
and as but few men could do it, Dr.

It 
shall be their duty to see that all the 
details of the cunvass are properly 
conducted ; that the polls are attend- 
ed by competent Chailengers, that 
each Conservative @asts his ballot, 
and that no fraud is perpetrated at 
the election. They are particularly 
enjoined to take the necessary steps 
for the eificient organization of town- 
ships, and to seek by a wise adminis- 
tration to promote harmony and to 
inspire confidence. 

4. All Executive Committees are 
sroperly chosen by the Conventions 
freld for the respective territorial di- 
visions; but if for any cause there 
should be a failure by the proper 
Convention to appoint an Executive 
C‘ommittee, then the State Executive 
Committee may supply the deficien- 
cy. 

5. Nominations for County offi- 
cers and members of the General As- 
sembly shall be made by County 
Conventions; for Town and ‘Town- 
ship officers, by town and township 
conventions; for members of Con- 
gress and Judicial officers by the 
District Conventions. 

6. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given. 

The resignation of Col. Walter 
Clark, as a member of the Executive 
Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was appointed to fill the vacan- 
cy, after which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : 

Resolved, That this Committee ad- 
journ to meet again in this city on 
the 10th day of June next, and that 
all the members be requested to at- 
tend. W. R. Cox, Chairman.
